Red Guard Hails 
Travel In China 


IIO.NG KONG (AP) - Feud­ 
ing Red Guard factions have 
paralyzed rail and highway traf­ 
fic in Kwangsi F’rovince through 
which Communist China sends 
war aid to North Vietnam, re­ 
ports reaching here today dis­ 
closed. 
A phamphlet issued by 
the 
Kwangsi 
Railway Union said 
the regular army had failed to 
stop the bloody factional fight­ 
ing that claimed at least .500 
lives in the week of .July 7. 
Titled the "Liuchow Worker.s 
Headquarters Bulletin.” the un- 
non publication said Liuchow. 
Kwangsi's

center, 
was 
being torn apart by Red Guard 
factions 
raiding 
Hanoi-bound 
trains for arms and ammuni­ 
tion 
It added: "Disobeying that ur­ 
gent order of the central gov­ 
ernment. the fighting sides have

Tiip Senate Finance Committee mu st hav e 
gotten the message 
a great many Americans 
hav e been try ing to geft across. The committee 
has v oted to throw ou t the ad ministration’s pro­ 
posed 3(1 per cent tax on all ex pend itu res abov e 
ilri a d ay by Americans trav eling abroad . 
'I'v v o related proposals 
a 5 per cent tax on 
air and ship tick ets for ov erseas trav el and a 
red u ced cu stoms ex emption for trav elers — are 
still aliv e bu t probably won’t come to a v ote be­ 
fore Congress ad jou rns. 
I'nless Congress comes back for 
a special 
session, the measu res will lie d ormant u ntil 
nex t y ear. 
Some international arilines hav e been hu rt by 
the u nfav orable light placed on foreign trav el 
tills y ear. They are bitter abou t the way some 
of the d ollar facts were presented by fed eral 
spok esmen. nTie airlines feel the fu H story was 
not d isclosed . 
Be that as it may , the proposals hav e cau sed 
hard feelings abroad and spu rred the talk of re­ 
ciprocal action. 
Asid e from economic factors, the id ea of im­ 
posing trav el restrictions on Americans is re­ 
pu gnant to many citizens. 
The d istaste for the matter is ev en worse 
when there are facts to show the proposed tax ­ 
es wou ld penalize Americans for ou tland ish 
spend ing policies of the U.S. gov ernment. 
Howev er, the word in Washington is that if 
Henry H. Fowler is still secretary of the treas­ 
u ry ' nex t y ear, somewhat rev ised — bu t basical­ 
ly the same — proposals will be brou ght u p 
again, it’s obv iou s there will again be a bal­ 
ance of pa.v ments d eficit. 


The strategy cou ld possibly back fire on su p­ 
porters of the trav el tax . If ev ery one who has 
been planning a foreign trip d ecid ed to mak e 
the jou rney before the tax es are whipped 
throu gh Congress, the amou nt of money spent 
abroad by Americans wou ld really tak e a ju mp 
and giv e the balance of pay ments d eficit a big 
jolt — the wrong way . 


Bad News 


Red China’s interest In the Naga tribesmen's 
d ispu te with Ind ia may ind icate a cooling off of 
internal stru ggles in the commu nist cou ntry 
and be a harbinger of tension-raising med d ling. 
The Chinese are reported to hav e giv en at 
least v erbal su pport to a renewal of hostilities 
between the resid ents of Nagaland and Ind ia. 
Peace has ex isted between the two since a 
cease-fire was signed nearly fiv e y ears ago. 
When Ind ia won its ind epend ence from Britain, 
it gu aranteed the Nagas a policy of noninterfer­ 
ence wou ld be followed to preserv e tribal cu s­ 
toms. 
The Chinese are interested in stirring u p trou ­ 
ble in the northeast corner of Ind ia becau se the 
ou tcome of an u prising cou ld d etermine the 
d irection of secession mov ements throu ghou t 
Ind ia. That mov ement is Important to ex pan­ 
sionist-mind ed Red China. 
It is claimed by Ind ia thait Nagas are being 
trained and giv en weapons, althou gh the charge 
has not been confirmed . 
Any renewal of Red China’s interferwice In 
the affairs of other cou ntiries is bad news on the 
intmiational front. 


.\ex t-Bea v er Creek! 


Tod ay ’s opening of Highland town Lak e ad d s 
another ex ceptional recreation area to the d is­ 
trict’s growing ou td oors sports facilities, rang­ 
ing from the popu lar Gu ilford Lak e and Tomli- 
son Ru n Park to Raccoon State Park and the 
Ohio Riv er. 
The Highland town project is the cu lmination 
of a lot of work and persu asion on the part of 
many people, and represents the slow process 
of d ev elopment of resou rces which req u ires 
consid erable money from limited state fu nd s. 
The importance of this ju nction of three 
states, a relativ ely ru ral hav en in the ind u s­ 
trialized complex of Pittsbu rgh and You ngs­ 


town, cannot be d ismissed by the responsible 
lead ers of this area and the state officials tru ly 
interested in recreation. 
A tribu te is rightfu lly owed those who hav e 
mad e Highland town Lak e possible. At the same 
time, the lagging d ev elopment of Beav er Creek 
State Park is of increasing concern to ou td oors- 
men and conserv ationists, and new efforts mu st 
be ex pend ed to bring to fru ition one of the most 
potentially significant park projects in the 
Eastern United States. 
ITie Highland town accomplishment cou ld well 
serv e as a rally ing point for an all-ou t cam­ 
paign to mak e Beav er Creek a similar su ccess 
on a major scale within fiv e y ears. 


New Wea po n Ag a inst Sta rv a tio n 


An American philanthrophy again has been 
instru mental in bringing abou t a scientific ac- 
cnmpli.'^hment which shou ld prov e beneficial to 
mank ind . 
The Rock efeller Fou nd ation approv ed a grant 
of approx imately $60,000 which was half the 
cost of research neces.sary to bu ild a machine 
which is capable of fu lfilling the protein need s 
of 60,000 protein-starv ed people per y ear. 
Norman W. Pirie, a British bk )chemist, d ev el­ 
oped the machine which ex tracts protein from 
green leav es su ch as clov er, wheat or mu stard . 
The machine swallows, fw ex ample, pea plants 
wihich hav e been stripped of their peas, the 
peas hav ing gone to a frozen food processing 
plant. 
After d igesting the leav es, the machine y ield s 
a bright green cu rd which look s lik e creamed 


spinach bu t tastes stronger. This is the protein 
which can be flav ored to su it d ifferent tastes. 
Ou t of another part of the machine comes a 
by -prod u ct, waste fiber which Mr. Pirie say s is 
“better than hay for f ^ i ng cattle.” 
As the search goes on, in the oceans and else­ 
where, for way s to d ev elop cheap and nu tritiou s 
food s for the hu ngry of the world , the British 
protein machine may offer a partial answer. 
It is estimated that $19,20 0 wou ld cov er the 
area where it cou ld u se locally grown leaf crops 
and thu s av oid the costs of transport and d istri­ 
bu tion. 
As time goes on, possiWy this cost cou ld be 
su bstantially red u ced . Bu t ev en if it can’t, the 
British machine seems to hav e a great d eal of 
merit 
and 
u sefu lness 
in 
mank ind ’s 
battle 
against starv ation.

•’KL\(i (¡FORGE for manv months was mi- 
s!('d atx nit cond itions in the American colonies. 
Ills generals and cou rt ad v i.scrs k ept telling 
him the colonists were nothing hu t a gang of 
wild -ey ed serfs who had no weapons or army 
and who wou ld su rrend er at the first show of 
the British flag. 
“As one of the King’s ad v isers pu t it, ‘All we 
hav e to d o is to hold their feet to the fire.’ 
“The King’s colonial .secretary repeated ly d e­ 
nou nced the terrorist tactics of the American 
rabble. His Majesty ’s Roy al sold iers were fre­ 
q u ently ambu shed by the regels, many of whom 
wore armed with nothing better than sq u irrel 
rifles. 
■•.Meantime Gen. Cornwallis k ept ask ing for 
more troops and maintained that su fficient es­ 
calation wou ld lead ov er the top to v ictory for 
loy al force.s. 
“The Cou rt Minister in Charge of Pacification 
continu ally reported that the Tories controlled 
more and more of the American cou ntry sid e. 
He d eplored the treachery ' of the rebels who 
constantly harassed the Tories by pillaging 
their stores and bu rning their barns. 
“The pacification mini.ster also pressed for 
more su pport from His Majesty and blamed the

Fay ette from hated France was alread y in 
America helping the rebels. 
“Thu s it was that when United States troops 
u nd er Gen. Pershing land ed in France in World 
War I. Gen. Pershing ack nowled ged the d ebt to 
France by say ing, ‘Marie Joseph Pau l Yv es 
Roch Gilbert d u Motier LaFay ette we are here.’ 
“The k ing and his cou rt hoped for a v ictory 
right u p u ntil the su rrend er of Cornwallis at 
York town. Va., in 1781. Many British lead ers 
claimed that Britain had nev er lost a war be­ 
fore. 


“STRANGELY ENOUGH many of the rebel 
lead ers in America were not satisfied with the 
York town su rrend er and wanted to bu ild ships 
to sail to England and conqu er Lond on. 
“They maintained that as long as England 
su rv iv ed it wou ld alway s be a threat and in the 
long ru n it wou ld be cheaper to tak e ov er the 
whole Empire. Bu t cooler head s prev ailed and 
ev entu ally America fou ght some wars on the 
sid e of the British and gav e it foreign aid , so 
that the qu estion of ex pense remained moot 200 
y ears later. 
“Then in 1781 the cry went u p in British offi­ 
ciald om, ‘No more wars lik e the American 
war.’ and su re enou gh Ind ia, Singapore, Bu r­ 
ma, Malay a, etc., ev entu ally were giv en their 
ind epend ence and had to resolv e their own d iffi­ 
cu lties.” 
In case y ou are cu riou s abou t what ev er hap­ 
pened to Prof. Awl he is now in d u rance v ile 
becau se secu rity police came and took him 
away . By talk ing so wild ly on su ch a d elicate 
su bject he had v iolated his own ad monition that 
“ Those who ignore history are d oomed to re­ 
peat past mistak es.’’

Tru e, it has a trad e u nion d iv ision. Bu t also, 
it has an ind u strial-commercial-financial section 
k nown as Hev rat Ov d im — a hold ing corpora­ 
tion operating 2,00fl u nits large and small. 


IT OWNS SOME 7 5 per cent of the nation's 
agricu ltu re, operates 50 per cent of the cou n­ 
try ’s bu ild ing and constru ction, 25 per cent of 
Israel’s ind u strialism and some 10 to 15 per 
cent of its commerce. All in ad d ition to cu ltu ral 
and welfare and qu asi-pu blic activ ities su ch as 
teaching and absorption of immigrants. 
Thu s Histad ru t is a u nion and a bu siness 
hold ing corporation and a pu blic serv ice — in 
which ev ery one of its million members share as 
an inv estor as well as a d u es pay er. All this be­ 
cau se its 4 ,000 fou nd ers 4 8 y ears ago cou ld find 
little risk capital interested in stak ing ou t 
farms, pu tting u p high rises, cu tting road s, set­ 
ting u p factories and as.sembly 
lines and 
lau nching stev ed oring operations along the su n- 
scorched by way s of the Old Testament. So 
these people d id it themselv es. 
Now they hav e the nation’s second largest 
bank — and they lend money to competing pri­ 
v ate capitalist bu sinessmen and firms. 
This u nion has a d aily newspaper, Dav ar — 
The Word — and it argu es with its own u nion, 
prints the news objectiv ely and d enou nces la­ 
bor’s d emand s as inflationary or inimical to Is­ 
rael’s best interests when it think s so, ed itorial- 
ly . 
Recently when the powerfu l Histad ru t affili­ 
ates w on'a postwar su mmertime retu rn to a 
sev en-hou r d ay from eight hou rs, one of its ed i­ 
tors, in this official labor newspaper, d enou nced 
the u nions for effecting this and winning the 
shorter d ay while the agricu ltu ral work ers toil 
far longer in the ho' su n. His iHlitorial was 
printed ov er his signatu re. 
This Histad ru t has no q u arrel with free enter­ 
prise. Any one can come and inv est and d raw 


ou t money if he mak es a profit. Histad ru t will 
not giv e its own u nions “the ed ge” in u nit cost 
of prod u ction ov er priv ately owned , competing 
corporations, 


IN FACT, Histad ru t's own ind u stries, associa­ 
tions, k ibbu tzim (coilectiv e farms) and other 
wholly owned operations are ru n at a 10 per 
cent higher prod u ction cost (especially in wel­ 
fare benefits) than the firms in the priv ately 
owned sectw. Histad ru t’s u nions bargain hard 
with Histad ru t’s corporations, ju st as these u n­ 
ions bargain with 
i nd e p e nd e nt bu sinesses. 
There’s no fix . 
“Ou r people k now that ou r land d epend s on 
them,’’ say s Histad ru t lead er (general secre­ 
tary ) Aharon Beck er, whose one concession to 
influ ence and a proletarian afflu ence is the 
wearing of a jack et (no tie). 
“We want to raise the stand ard of liv ing, of 
cou rse, bu t as important is raising the stand ard 
of think ing.” 
His point, in effect, was that the bigger the 
pie. the bigger the work er’s share; the bigger 
the pie the bigger will be Histad ru t’s secu rity 
and the profit of priv ate ind u stiw’; the bigger 
the pie the greater the su stenance of this nation 
at which 14 hostile Arab cou ntries are look ing, 
throu gh gu n sights.

Along with honor, freed om and bread and 
bu tter, there are mov ies, liv e theatre, d ances, 
su permark ets, sports and magazines. And there 
is an International Department whose intense 
lead ers fight for freed om in world cou ncils as 
strongly as they d o here at home. 
They loathe intellectu al terror as mu ch as 
they hate and d isd ain phy sical tortu re. 
And in the free world ’s cou ncils they are 
fou nd , alway s, alongsid e America. These men 
of Israel are too prou d to fawn, too strong to 
bend to bland ishments which bu y many another 
land with money or gu ns. 
They stand alongsid e the U.S. becau se Ameri­ 
ca alway s has hu rled its force against the d icta­ 
torships of red . black or brown storm troopers. 
Unlik e the men of other nations whom we 
hav e sav ed , these men of Israel to not tu rn on 
u s. It wou ld be easy . The Sov iets wou ld pay 
heav ily . Bu t here life’s not worth liv ing withou t 
freed om.

Viet And Vo ters 


The belief is growing here that the Vietnam 
War will not be end ed by the Paris negotiations 
or ev en a cease-fire obtained u ntil after the 
presid ential election in the United States in 
Nov ember. 
The North Vietnamese gov ernment seems 
conv inced that the antiwar mov ement insid e the 
United States, as ev id enced by the protest d em­ 
onstrations and the large nu mber of su pporters 
of Sen. McCarthy , ad d s u p to a read iness on the 
part of the American people to accept almost 
any foirmu la liliat will stop the fighting. 
Certainly , look ing at it from the point of v iew 
of the Hanoi gov ernment, there is no ad v antage 
in mak ing concessions now if less than fou r 
months hence there might possibly be a willing­ 
ness in America to agree to a “peace at any 
price” arrangement, 


MUCH TALK is heard abou t a large-scale 
military offensiv e by the North Vietnamese 
This has been postponed from time to time, bu t 
it look s as if the Commu nist game will be to 
lau nch su ch an attack before the Nov ember el­ 
ection in this cou ntry so as to ex ert an ev en 
greater pressu re for a mak eshift peace.

al is d emand ed first. 
Od d ly enou gh, while many pu blic figu res, in­ 
clu d ing some military men, hav e argu ed that 
v ictory on the battlefield is impracticable for 
Sou th Vietnam and its allies, the North Viet­ 
namese think that, after the big-u nit efforts are 
stopped , gu errilla warfare can 
achiev e its 
objectiv es. 
Meanwhile, there are ind ications that officials 
of the Saigon gov ernment are a bit apprehen 
siv e that the United States may mak e the k ind 
of concessions that can lead to the ov erru nning 
of Sou th Vietnam by the Commu nists. 
This u neasiness, of cou rse, resu lts from the 
protest mov ement insid e the United Slates, in­ 
clu d ing the speeches by v ariou s political per­ 
sonalities who are contend ing that the Vietnam 
War is “none of America’s bu siness.”

Su ch d ecla­ 
rations, howev er, are lik ely to be ambigu ou s 
and will not giv e a clea-cu t ou tline of what 
Ameican policy will be after the inau gu ration 
of a new presid ent in Janu ary , 
It may be ex pected that the presid ent-elect 
will appoint a commission to re-ex amine the en­ 
tire Vietnam problem and will ask for biparii- 
sna consu lttions before coming ou t with d efi­ 
nite proposals for peace.

THERE IS nev ertheless talk of a “d etente” 
between the United States and the Sov iet Union.

A d angerou s situ ation in Sou theast Asia, how- 
. ev er, is allowed to continu e with the openly ac­ 
k nowled ged help and su pport of the Sov iet gov ­ 
ernment. 
Once the American elections are ov er, the 
new presid ent of the United States will first 
hav e to clear u p the v agaries in Sov iet-Ameri- 
can relations and mak e a d efinite effort to test 
whether “mu tu al tru st” has become a realistic 
fact in the nu clear age.

Next-Beaver dreck! 


Today’s opening of Highlandtown Lake adds 


another exceptional recreation area to the dis­ 


trict’s growing outdoors sports facilities, rang­ 


ing from the popular Guilford Lake and Tomli- 


son Run Park to Raccoon State Park and the 


Ohio River. 
The Highlandtown project is the culmination 
of a lot of work and persuasion on the part of 
m any people, and represents the slow process 
of development of resources which requires 
considerable money from limited state funds. 
The 
importance of this junction of three 
states, a relatively rural haven in the indus­

New Weapon Against Starvation 


An American philanthrophv again has been 
instrumental in bringing about a scientific ac­ 


com plishm ent which should prove beneficial to 
mankind 
The Rockefeller Foundation approved a grant 
of approximately $60,000 which was half the 
cost of research necessary to build a machine 
w hich is capable of fulfilling the protein needs 
of 60.000 protein-starved people per year. 
Norman W. Pirie, a British biochemist, devel­ 
oped the machine which extracts protein from 
green leaves such as clover, wheat or mustard. 
The machine swallows, for example, pea plants 
which have b°en stripped of their peas, the 
peas having gone to a frozen food processing 
plant, 
After digesting the leaves, the machine yields 
a bright green curd which looks like creamed 


spinach but tastes stronger. This is the protein 
which can be flavored to suit different tastes. 
Out of another part of the machine com es a 
by-product, waste fiber which Mr. P ine says is 
“ better than hay for feeding cattle.” 
As the search goes on, in the oceans and else­ 
where, for ways to develop cheap and nutritious 
foods for the hungry of the world, the British 
protein machine may offer a partial answer 
It is estimated that $19 200 would cover the 
area where it could use locally grown leaf crops 
and thus avoid the costs of transport and distri­ 
bution. 
As time goes on, possibly this cost could be 
substantially reduced. But even if it can’t, the 
British machine seem s to have a great deal of 
merit 
and 
usefulness 
in 
mankind's 
battle 
against starvation.
